Beyond Supply 


The labor situation in Madison, 


according 'to the monthly report of 
the local branch of .the U. S.. em- 
ployment bureau is very satisfac- 
tory. The demand for help exceeds 
the supply. .In all last month there 
were 283 calls for male help, and 
only 255 applicants. Of these ap- 
plicants 244 were referred to jobs 
and 173 secured employment. Calls 
for farm labor headed the 
list. 


There were 55 requests for farm 
hands and 45 applicants for work. 
Of these 45 applicants 43 were plac- 
ed. 
. Women's work fell off somewhat 
during the past month, though there 
was heavy demand for maids. Calls 
for maids totaled 37 with only 26 
registered for that kind of work.

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WHAT IS THE POLICY? 


W 


HAT ARE the plans of the Administration at Washington 
in regard to our military policy? Contradictory statements 


are constantly being issued by those in authority until the peo- 
ple of this country no longer know whether we are to be turned 
into a militarist nation or to see a reduction in army strength 
and armaments in accordance with the most democratic ideals. 


On one hand President Wilson assures us that if we adopt 


the League of Nations, conscription will disappear; American 
soldiers win never be sent overseas and universal military serv- 
ice will be unnecessary. 
. 


But at this very moment his democratic henchmen are pre- 


senting a resolution in the Senate Foreign Affairs committee 
giving the president the right to1 send at once to Armenia any 
number of American soldiers. Furthermore, these democratic 
leaders are using every influence to aid Secretary of War Baker 
and the war department in putting through the universal mili- 
tary training plan without the slightest regard for the League 
of Nations or the statements of President Wilson. 


Another bill fathered by Gen. Peyton C. March is being 


pushed forward which provides for automatic conscription of 
everyone between the ages of 18 and 45 the instant that war 
is declared without any special act of Congress. As a joker this 
bill carries the requirements of censorship, and suppression of 
the press and public opinion which characterized the last war. 


More than that, the Chief of Staff declares that the admin- 


istration would consider it constitutional to have universal mili- 
tary training for the youth of America without enrolling them 
in the standing army. 


What, then, are the plans of the administration? It seems 


that in its inconsistency it has adopted every angle of the mili- 
tary question and is waiting for the wind of public opinion to 
blow it in the popular direction. If such is the case,.it is the duty 
of American citizens to make very evident their attitude on mili- 
tarism in order that the propaganda of munition manufacturers 
and profiteers may not be mistekA at Washington as the voice 
of the people.

ITHIN a month of the time when the governor of Nebraska 


told a delegation of farmers that he would not act to up- 


hold the law against mob violence* the mayor of Omaha was be- 
ing dragged through the streets with a rope around his neck 
and with the blood spurting from his nose and mouth, the city 
courthouse was on fire and a negro was being hanged. 


The governor probably thought he had cleverly squirmed 


out of a tight hole when he told these farmers that they could 
bring civil suits for damages*and save the state from the trouble 
of enforcing the law: Violence against farmers was not so bad 
anyway. Minnesota politicians had won a political victory by 
it and given it respectability. 
^ 


But other elements than the politicians were quick to sense 


the fact that the law against mob violence was suspended. The 
Omaha disgrace is a direct result and the responsibility for it 
goes straight to the governor who refused to live up to his oath 
of office. The whole country has been swept by a mobbing and 
lynching craze and the responsibility, goes likewise to high of- 
ficials at Washington and state capitols. 
They never really 


prosecuted a case of violence which labeled itself pro-war. Many. 
a reactionary goes up and down the country talking about fists 
instead of arguments with entire freedom from arrest. And the 
result is such as to shame any civilized country.
